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I Gas tax 
increase 
doubtful

Negotiations statewide on a 
possible increase in gas taxes 
to help pay for road improve- 
ments have become bogged 
down, 22nd District State Rep- 
resentative Gregory Pitoniak 
reported last week. 

Pitoniak blamed Gov. John 
Engler for some of the prob- 
lems on the gas tax, saying, 
“He is looking for a fall guy on 
this issue and appears to be 
ready to blame local 
politicians” 

“I’m getting very concerned 
about area bridges, as well as 
roadways, that are in serious 
need of repair. But at the same 
time I am not too optimistic 
that something is about to hap- 
pen soon.” Pitoniak said.

One of the reasons that En- 
gler is not pushing for immedi- 
ate action on the roads, 
Pitoniak said, is that the ma- 
jority of the public is not cry- 
ing out for a tax hike to pay for 
such improvements. 

John Truscott, Engler’s 
chief spokesman, admitted 
“chances are getting slimmer 
and slimmer that anything will 
get done.” 

He admitted the gas tax was 
still a possibility, but it is not 
looking good. 

Detroit Metro area bridges 
that have been temporarily in- 
stalled with plywood implants, 
are in serious need of perma- 
nent upgrades, Pitoniak said, 
as are many major and local 
roadways. 

Meanwhile State Rep. Jon 
Jellema (R-Grand Haven), who 
heads the House Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee, worries if 
the state doesn’t get a tax in- 
crease soon, it could be de- 
layed for a year or two. 

“But we just can’t wait that 
long,” he says. 

Pitoniak also feels that En- 
gler will never ask for a tax 
hike as long as he believes he 
is still being looked upon as a 
vice presidential candidate 
next year. 

But Truscott said (at least of- 
ficially) the governor remains 
willing to move forward, de- 
spite the political 
consequences.” 

Since all 110 state house 
seats are up for re-election in 
1996, most political observers 
feel that next year would not 
be a politically popular time to 
push for such a tax. 

State lawmakers return to 
their Lansing offices next 
Tuesday and thus some action 
would have to be drafted by 
OcL 1 to fill the void that will 
be caused by the expiring 
Build Michigan program. 

But another problem is that 
Engler wants at least half of 
the tax money to go to state 
roads, since it only gets 30 per- 
cent of that dollar today. 

But a number of local and 
county leaders have been 
fighting not to change that 
road tax dollar formula, since 
many local roads also need re- 
pairs and resurfacing. 

Local residents won’t have 
to wait long to see just how 
forceftil Engler wishes to be on 
upgrading the local road-state 
highways, observers said.

Suspect arrested in brutal 
death of area groom-to-be

A 15-year-old juvenile was 
arrested Saturday for the 
shooting of a Canton man Aug. 
25 in Inkster. , 

According to Detective Greg 
Hill, the minor was arrested 
after being identified by sev- 
eral witnesses and arraigned 
over the holiday weekend out 
county on charges of first de- 
gree murder, attempted mur- 
der and felony firearms. 

He is being held without 
bond and a preliminary exam 
has been scheduled for Sept. 
13 in the 22nd District Court in 
Inkster. Hill credited the assis- 
tants of the Detective Bureau 
and members of the road pa- 
trol for the investigation and 
ultimate arrest of the suspect 
in custody. 

The victim, Dale Farr, 23, 
was shot to death near his 
mother’s home after picking 
up his younger brother, James, 
19 just before 5 p.m. Aug. 25. 
The brothers left the home, lo- 
cated near Magnolia in Inks- 
ter, un their way to play tennis. 

The 1990 Wayne Memorial 
graduate approached a stop 
sign on the corner of Glenwood 
and Middlebelt, and noted that 
the vehicle in front of him was 


not moving through the inter- 
section. Farr allegedly began 
honking his horn before he ac- 
tually passed the vehicle. A 
verbal altercation ensued bet- 
ween Farr and a group of 
teens outside the Fairway 
Food Party Store, 1139 Mid- 
dlebelt in Inkster. 

According to Diane, a wit- 
ness whose name has been 
changed to protect her iden- 
tity, Farr pulled into the Ken- 
tucky Fried Chicken parking 
lot and stepped out of the car 
to speak with the teens. 

“I could hear them arguing, 
then I heard the shot, saw the 
the guy fall,” said Diane. “He 
got back up, stumbled again 
and fell down.” 

Farr, engaged to a 21-year- 
old Westland woman, was to be 
married next month. The 23- 
year-old was employed by HLF 
Furniture in Belleville. 

“The jeweler had called the 

morning Dale was shot to tell 
him his wedding rings were 
in,” said Farr’s aunt Sandy 
Pomerico of Garden City. ‘The 
family is having a hard time 
dealing with this.” 

“An argument occurred bet- 
ween the Farr’s when one of 
the subjects pulled out a gun 
and shot him.” said Det Hill. 

The family, however, takes

little comfort in the continua- 
tion of the investigation while 
illegal activity continues in the 
area of the shooting. 

“This is an on going occur- 
rence on a daily basis,” said 
Diane of drug trafficking. 

Funeral services were con- 
ducted Aug. 29 for Farr. “I’ve 
lived here for 32 years and this 
summer is the worst I’ve ever 
seen it,” said Diane. “If its not 
the shootings that are killing 
these kids, its the drugs.” 

Pomerico said everyone in 
the Farr family is relieved 
someone was arrested. 


Topless battle 
heads to court

The lawyer for the owner of 
the old “Silver Bullet Lounge” 
and the prospective owner of 
the topless dance bar 
“Fannys” have filed a joint- 
suit against Romulus, which is 
blocking the opening of a third 
topless dance tavern in the 
city. 

The plaintiffs Richard Wo- 
jcik, trustee for the Rose Wo- 
jcik living trust (late tavern 
owner), and Edgar Inc., a Mich- 
igan Corporation that hopes to 
open Fannys at 37421 Huron 
River Drive, Romulus, filed 
the lawsuit in Michigan Circuit 
Court on Aug. 25. 

The suit charges that the 
City Council action denying 
the transfer of the topless 
dancing permit “is a violation 
of the plaintiff’s rights under 
the 1st and 14th Amendments , 
of the U.S. Constitution and Ar- 
ticle 1, Sec. 5 of the Michigan 
Constitution. 

The plaintiff’s also claim 
that Romulus “is engaging in 
gender based discrimination 
in determining when to confer 
a governmental benefit, since 
it was considered appropriate 
to allow male strippers, but 
not female topless dancing.” 

The suit quoted information 
gathered at the July 24 City 
Council meeting, at which it 
was revealed that an enter- 
tainment permit had been is- 
sued to a previous owner, 
Gampp Enterprises, for the 
purpose of allowing male

strippers to entertain women, 
while their husbands, 
brothers, boyfriends or other 
male family members were out 
deer hunting.” 

City officials said the male 
performers only performed 
two or three nights a year. ; 

The suit seeks to overturn 
the city’s actions blocking the 
opening of the topless bar as 
well as payment for their legal 
costs in the matter. 

At the same time, the pastqr 
of a neighboring church, the 
Romulus Wesleyan Church, is 
spearheading a personal peti- 
tion drive for area residents to 
support the city’s action in not 
allowing the topless bar to be 
open less than 500 feet from a 
church, city park and private 
homes. 

Pastor Donald “Mike” Mc- 
Clellan said personal petition 
letters have been prepared by 
the anti-topless group and can 
be obtained for mailing to the 
City Council and State Liquor 
Commission. 

Objectors need only sign the 
letters and send them on to the 
proper governmental unit. 


Council primary 
set for Tuesday

A relatively small turnout is 
expected next Tuesday as Ro- 
mulus conducts its city-wide 
primary to eliminate one of 15 
candidates. 

Since only five of the cur- 
rent seven council members 
are seeking re- election, most 
of the attention will be focused 
on the finishing places on 
Sept. 12. 

Two long term council mem- 
bers, Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks and Councilman Noah 
(Pete) Bergeron, decided not to 
run for new terms. 

But since the final match in 
November will also feature a 
rare but hotly contested may- 
oral race, the results next 
week could be a little 
misleading. 

In addition little has been 
done by some of the first time 
candidates to set them apart 
from the others. 

Since the mayor pro tern’s 
seat will be open for a new oc- 
cupant this fall, many eyes will 
be on the early front runners. 

The five incumbents seek- 
ing re-election are Randolph 
Gear, Ellis T. Pennington, Mic- 
hael A. Prybyla, Jimmie Rasp- 
berry and William Wadsworth. 

A large crop of challengers 
(10 in all) will also be on the 
ballot, including the constant 
candidate Mary Hatten Col- 
lins, who openly feels that 1995 
will give her the best shot of 
her life to join the city council. 

Two years ago she tied with 
Prybyla for an open council 
seat, but lost when both candi- 
dates were asked to pick a slip 
out of a box. Prybyla picked 
the slip that stated “elected” 
and thus won in the classic city 
election. 


Other challengers include 
city fireman Steven C. Boss- 
idis, city Planning Commission 
Chairman William A. Crova, 
former councilman Brookei R. 
Edwards, environmentalist 
Tony A. Heimberger, Zoning 
Board of Appeals Chairman 
Stanley D. Kreft, anti-deep 
well activist Debbie Romak, 
retired businessman John 
Ryznar, city Cable Commis- 
sioner Gwen Sibert and long- 
term resident Jeaunine Wafer- 
Frison. 

The polls will open at 7 a.m. 
and close at 8 p.m. Voters need 
only vote for 14 or less candi- 
dates. They will be instructed 
“if you make a mistake, return 
your ballot to the election offi- 
cial and obtain another. Do not 
attempt to erase a marking 
made in error.” 

If for any reason a voter mis- 
takenly votes for all 15, all the 
votes will be disqualified. 

Write-in candidates will be 
allowed, but no serious candi- 
date has announced any such 
effort city-wide.

The veteran fireman alerted 
his fellow firemen and then 
successfully awoke the sleep- 
ing councilman and his wife, 
Midge. 

Prybyla was thankful for the 
wake-up call, the quick action 
by the firefighters in extin 
guishing the fire and the fact 
that he had no vehicle in the 
garage. 

Prybyla said he also feels 
even more comfortable today 
knowing that he has such a car- 
ing and professional neighbor. 
“Who knows what would have 
happened if Bob had not spot- 
ted the fire that early. If it had 
been allowed to continue, it 
could always have spread to 


my home in the early morning 
hours when my wife and I were 
both asleep.” 

Fire Marshall David Allison 
reported that Prybyla has a 
hobby of refinishing furniture. 
He apparently had left some 
rags with linseed oil in the 
closed up garage, Allison said, 
and they self-ignited because 
of the warm temperatures in 
the closed up wooden frame 
garage. 

Allison said no damage was 
caused to the Prybyla home. 
“In fact,” he said, “the insula- 
tion on the electrical wires 
above the garage didn’t even 
melt.” 

About a dozen firefighters 
responded to the fire. 


Anti-graffiti law approved

A tough new anti-graffiti or- 
dinance was passed unani- 
mously Tuesday night by the 
Romulus City Council provid- 
ing up to $500 in fines and 90 
days in jail for anyone who vio- 
lates the new law. 

While Romulus has ex- 
pressed pride in the fact that 
gang activity in the city is mini- 
mal, local businesses and via- 
ducts have been plagued in the 
past with gang-style and other 
forms of graffiti. 

High school volunteers in 


the past two years have joined 
hands with Youth Officer Rose- 
mary Cooper in eradicating 
much of the blight. 

But City Council members 
felt it was important also that a 
tougher law be put on the city’s 
books to help prevent such 
problems in the future. 

The intent and purpose of 
the ordinance is listed in its 
Section 2 stating “graffiti on 
public and private property is 
a blighting factor which not 
only depreciates the value of 
the property, but also the value 
of the adjacent and surround- 
ing communities.” 


It continues “the council 
finds that graffiti is obnoxious 
and it is the intent of the city 
council to provide for the pro- 
hibition of the placement on 
public and private property.” 

The ordinance defines 
graffiti as any “unauthorized 
inscribing, spraying of paint or 
making of ink, chalk, dye or 
other similar substances on 
public or private buildings, 
structures and places.” 

The ordinance also states 
that no graffiti may remain for 
more than seven calendar days 
on private property.

Mayor, Raspberry 
clash at meeting

A verbal battle between 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
veteran Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry followed by a walk- 
out by Raspberry highlighted 
last week’s public forum on the 
planned repavement of the 
Meadowdale Subdivision.

McLachlan said he realizes 
that the city’s finances are not 
in the best of shape, thus be- 
lieves that the association 
would support a binding con- 
tract with the city on a three- 
year improvement plan. 

At an earlier meeting, asso- 
ciation members demanded 
that the city install concrete 
not blacktop on the roads in 
the subdivision. 

Next Wednesday 
McLachlan said he felt he 
would know more, because his 
group will be holding its 
monthly meeting at Hale 
Creek School and the repaving 
project will be the main issue 
on the agenda. 

McLachlan was joined at 
the meeting by Ann Lammers 
and Roy Bailey, fellow associa- 
tion members. 

Raspberry admits to storm- 
ing out of the meeting follow- 
ing a series of “you’re a liar” 
exchanges with McAnally. 

Raspberry claimed he felt 
that McAnally was stalling on 
settling the subdivision’s re- 
paving matter until after the 
election, since she faces a 
challenge this November from 
former Mayor William Oakley. 


When Raspberry reportedly 
claimed that McAnally met E. 
Llwyd Ecclestone, Metro World 
developer, in Atlanta, the mayor 
reportedly called Raspberry a 
liar. 

Raspberry said that 
McAnally openly told the 
council in the past that she 
had met Ecclestone in Atlanta 
on business in the past. 

“But at the same time the 
council members have barely 
talked to him three times in 10 
years,’’ Raspberry 
complained. 

Before storming out of tl)e 
session, Raspberry said he 
voiced the opinion that he felt 
the city should pay 100 percent 
of the repaving and other costs 
at the subdivision. 

The verbal tiff between 
McAnally and Raspberry, is 
just the latest in a series: of 
loud arguments the pair hgve 
had on the council floor over 
the years. Since the two elec- 
ted officials are hardly consid 
ered political allies and 3re 
expected to come out on oppo 
site sides on a number of is- 
sues this fall, this could be the 
opening round of a political- 
fight that will last for months. 

When questioned about last 
week’s meeting on Tuesday 
night, McAnally denied any 
business meeting in Atlanta 
with Ecclestone. “That just i^ 
not my style of doing business; 
It is not the first time Raspbe; 
rry has made a claim of that 
type.” 

She also took strong excep-; 
tion to inferences that the city 
is in poor financial shape. 

“We are not going broke and 
if the council wants to fund 100 
percent of the subdivision pro-; 
ject, that is up to them,’| 
McAnally said. 

She also refuted Raspbe! 
rry’s claim that she is trying td 
delay action on this issue until 
after the November election: 
“I expect to have the city’s pro- 
posal before the council next 
Monday night" l !

Mayor’s 8-year 
record reveals 
promises kept 

When Belleville Mayor Glenn Silvenis took office 
eight years ago, he listed several projects that he 
planned to accomplish during his tenure. 

Now, as he prepares to finish his second four year 
term and retire from office, he can look back with 
pride at his completed list of accomplishments. 

Few elected leaders can make the same claims — 
that all of their campaign promises have been ful- 
filled. 

When Silvenis took office, the city appeared to 
have been left in a 1950s time warp. However, in the 
’ st eight years, Belleville has caught up to the ‘90s 
der Silvenis' leadership.

Budget needs 
balancing 

To the editor: 

Before its summer recess, 
Congress passed the Fiscal 
Year 1996 (FY 96) Budget 
Resolution., this is a docu- 
ment that sets federal spend- 
ing targets, but does not ac- 
tually decide what each fed- 
eral program, agency or de- 
partment receives. It is a 
broad outline of future ex- 
penditures. Congress held 
the line on spending to an 
annual 3 percent increase 
over the next seven years. 

Passing the Budget Reso- 
lution was the first step in an 
important process— balanc- 
ing the federal budget for 
the benefit of our country, 
state, fellow citizens, and fu- 
ture generations of Ameri- 


cans. This important goal is 
achieved by 2002 (through 
spending restraint, not tax 
increases) if Congress can 
stick to its targets when 
crafting the final budget, due 
to the President (ideally) by 
Oct. 1. However, that will be 
difficult. 

The next steps involve 
many Congressional commit- 
tees deciding what programs 
will get cut, eliminated, mod- 
ified or merged with others, 
to reach the spending goals 
set earlier this summer. And 
then the two chambers— the 
U.S. Senate and House of 
Representatives — have to 
reconcile their differences 
before the final budget is 
ready for the President’s sig- 
nature. 

In the next few weeks, 
those who oppose balancing 
the federal budget will at- 
tempt to derail the coura- 
geous first step Congress has 
taken. You need to let your 
elected representatives in 
the U.S. Senate and House of 
Representatives know of 
your support for the federal 
balanced budget. Others, 
such as the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce and The Business 
Roundtable have supported 
Congress’ move towards a 
balanced budget for some 
time and are continuing 
their grassroots efforts. 

A balanced federal budget 
has many salutary effects on 
our economy, to the benefit 
of all, but here are just a few 
of the better known: 


■ Less government-crowd 
ing out: The elimination of 
the budget deficit would 
mean that the federal gov- 
ernment will borrow less 
credit, making more funds " 
available to the private sec- 
tor 

• Higher investment: We j 
will be ensuring future eco- ; 
nomic activity and vitality. 

• Lower interest rates: Not ■ 
only will job providers bene- 
fit, but lower interest rates . 
will occur in the consumer ; 
markets as well (up to a 2; 
percentage point drop). 

• Greater productivity:! 
Balancing the budget would 
allow job providers access to 
more capital, allowing Amer- 
ican workers access to pro- 
ductivity enhancing tools, 
and appropriately raising 
their standard of living. 

• Reduced burden on fu-; 
ture generations: It is funda- 
mentally unfair to leave fu- 
ture generations with $18,000 
of personal debt each (and 
rising every year), for spend- 
ing that for most began be- 
fore they were born. 

There is an opportunity 
this year to fix the budget 
problem, and to make the 
federal government abide by 
the same rule businesses 
and households do — balanc- 
ing its budget. It is in all 
our interests to support 
those in Congress who have 
courageously set out to bring 
federal spending in-line with

Sponsorship by tobacco firms questioned 


After President Bill Clinton 
announced plans to issue ex 
ecutive orders to combat teen- 
age'smoking, some questioned 
his proposal to ban cigarette 
brand sponsorship of sporting 
events. 

Especially hard hit would 
be motor sports which receive 
millions from the tobacco 
industry'. 

Proponents of the move 
claim that cigarette advertise- 
ments encourage all citizens,

such as illegal drugs, foreigri 
policy and governmental fiscal 
problems, they say.

Could ‘none of above’ be voters’ choice?

The conviction this week of 
Rep. Mel Reynolds (D-Ill.) on 
charges he had sex with a 
minor and that he tried to 
cover up the matter illustrates 
why many voters have become 
disillusioned with the political 
process. 

When first elected in 1992, 
Mel Reynolds was the kind of 
politician who looked better 
by virtue of the incumbent he 
opposed. Southside Chicago 
had long been represented by 
Gus Savage, a black Demo- 
cratic who did not hesitate to 
play the race card to win votes. 
Redistricting and Savage’s 
own antics allowed Reynolds, 
who presented himself as a 
new “reform” candidate, to 
win the Democratic nomina- 
tion. Mr. Reynolds was young 
and personable, a Rhodes 
Scholar, and an associate of 
the Kennedy family. 

Indicted last August on 
charges he had sex with a 16- 
year-old campaign worker, the 
trial was postponed until this 
summer. Not until this week 
was Rep. Reynolds convicted 
on all counts including ob- 
struction of justice, atnd solic- 
itation of child pornography. 
The fact that Mr. Reynolds

could win reelection with 98 
percent of the vote last fall, af- 
ter the charges against him 
were made public, is an indict- 
ment of the American political 
system. The 1994 Illinois pri- 
mary was held in March. No 
Republican had come forth to 
run against Mr. Reynolds and 
the only candidate on the gen- 
eral election ballot was an un- 
known independent. It is 
unreasonable to expect voters 
to cast a vote for a candidate 
they know nothing about and 
they didn’t. 

What is reasonable is to of- 
fer voters a line on the ballot 
marked “None of the Above.” 
If voters did not like the candi- 
date or candidates they were 
presented with, they could cast 
their ballot for NOTA. If a plu- 
rality of the voters select the 
NOTA line, then a new elec- 
tion with new candidates 
would be held. 

While many voters might 
have opted to give Ml*. Re- 
ynolds the benefit of the doubt; 


tnere are many who would 
prefer the chance to call for a 
new election with new candi- 
dates. That is why we need 
NOTA lines on ballots. 

Now, bills to establish a 
non-binding NOTA are pend- 
ing in the state legislatures of 
Michigan and Ohio. State Rep. 
Greg Kaza (R), the sponsor of 
the NOTA bill in Michigan, ac- 
tually campaigned last year by 
giving NOTA stickers to voters 
who were dissatisfied with - 
him and his opponent. In Ohio, 
State Rep. Rhine McLin (D), 
explains her sponsorship of a 
NOTA bill this way: “Our elec- v 
ted officials, myself included, 
would be held to a higher stan- 
dard of accountability as will 
the electorate.” 

A non-binding NOTA is a 
good first step, but there are 
some leaders willing to go fur- 
ther. Rep. Peter Hoekstra (R- 
MI) is a strong proponent of a 
binding NOTA in races for 
Federal office. It is part of his 
Voters’ Bill of Rights which in- 
cludes national advisory refer- 
enda and recall. Hoekstra 
believes elections should ab 
low voters to decide not only 
what issues they want ad- 
dressed but which candidates 
are to be trusted with address- 
ing them. Unfortunately, th{ 
is not the way the process has

been working given that too 
many elections are decided on 
who is the least objectionable 
candidate, rather than the best 
choice.

Almanac predicts light 
snowfall for winter

It’s good news for com- 
muters and people with long 
sidewalks and driveways, but 
it’s bad news for skiers and 
snowmobilers below normal 
snowfall is predicted this win- 
ter in the Midwest. 

According to the 204th edi 
tion of The Old Fanner's Alma- 
nac, there will be below 
normal snowfall for lower 
Michigan and the southern 
Great Lakes region. 

The period from November 
through March is expected to 
be much milder than normal 
with below normal precipita- 
tion and snowfall. December 
will see both wintry weather 
and unusually mild periods, 
according to the almanac. 

The general weather fore- 
cast calls for above-normal 
temperatures throughout most 
of the country. Only central 
Florida, the desert Southwest, 


the southwestern Rockies and 
the Pacific coast will be cooler 
than normal, according to the 
almanac. 

Snowfall is expected to be 
well above normal in the 
mountainous areas of the 
country with normal amounts 
for northern New England 
across to the Northwest as well 
as the Colorado plateau. Be- 
low-normal snowfall is pre- 
dicted from southern New 
England across the southern 
Great Lakes and through the 
lower Great Plains. 

The almanac also answers 
the question of which is 
smarter, cats or dogs. 

The Old Fanner’s Almanac 
goes on sale Sept. 12.

Honoring the request 
would require a medical sec 
ond opinion and two wit 
nesses. Assisted suicide com 
mitted outside the confines of 
the statue would be a four-year 
felony.

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Back in time 

Old French Town days recreate 18 th century life in state ;/

Dulcimer music, a marching 
fife and drum corps and units 
dressed in the uniforms of the 
late 1700s and early 1800s set 
the stage for the annual re-cre- 
ation of Old French Town Days 
in Monroe. 

Events are limited to the 
time period of the 18th century 
up to the War of 1812, the pe 
riod when the community was 
a French-speaking settlement. 
Tl|e festival includes authen 
tiiecraft displays, military pag 
eantry, period music, 
voyageurs and games and is 
sponsored annually the Mon- 
roe County Historical Society' 
and the North West Territory 
Alliance. 

The event is staged in his- 
toric Hellenberg Park - the 
site of two Battles of the Raisin 
River - and the 1995 military 
host of the event was La Com- 
pagnie Campeau de la Milice 
de Detroit. 

“Our unit - the Campeau 
Detroit militia - would have 
been made up of people living 
along the river, and, conse- 
quently, the soldiers would 
have had their families with 
them during their encamp- 
ment. That’s why we have 
many women in our group,” 
said Linda Finch of Westland. 

“In those days, the families 
probably would have partici- 
pated in the encampment, 
much like, going to a county 
fair. Women would get together 
to display their crafts and 
visit,” Finch said. “Other 
groups participating in Old 
French Town Days are more 
military.” 

The original unit was com- 
posed largely of French citi- 
zens between the ages of 16 
and 60 with some 482 men en- 
rolled in the militia in 1778. 
Tbday, the Campau unit pre- 
sents the life, culture and ex- 
periences of the American 
Revolutionary War period in 
events throughout the 
Midwest. 

At Old French Town Days

this year, Finch was part of a 
wedding party in a re-creation 
of an early Detroit marriage 
ceremony. 

“I became interested in the 
historical presentations first 
as a spectator. I love history, 
and it looked very interesting,” 
said Finch. “The camaraderie 
is wonderful. Everyone helps 
one another.” 

Approximately 12 years ago, 
Finch joined the Campau unit, 
bringing her two young sons 
along to the activities. 

“The kids grew up in it, and 
they didn’t know of any other 
way to camp other than cook- 
ing over a campfire and sleep- 
ing in a tent,” Finch said. 

Jerry Finch, who traces his 
time with the group to the age 
of 6, participated in the 1995 
event in Monroe along with his 
mother and a friend. 


“My favorite part of it is the 
food. There’s nothing better 
than homemade beef stew 
cooked over an open fire,” 
Jerry Finch said. “The rain 
never bothered me. The only 
negative thing 1 remember is 
being hurt in a staged battle.” 

Linda Finch displayed a tea 
box which would have accom 
panied soldiers or travelers, 
which contained a block of 
solid tea, a grater, spoon and 
maple sugar for a sweetener 
plus nutmeg and cinnamon for 
flavor. 

She grows tansy, tarragon, 
oregano and three kinds of 
mint in her Westland garden, 
and has also made herb-fla- 
vored vinegar and maple 
syrup.

Women’s conference draws local residents comments

Through Sept. 15, women 
flom 180 countries are attend- 
ing the Fourth United Nations 
Conference on Women in Beij- 
ing. China. 

Although the location of the 
conference is far from Western 
Wayne County, many of its is- 
sues are “right at home.” 

The United Nations hopes 
to focus world attention on wo- 
men’s issues and to win com- 
mitments from governments to 
end discrimination, sexual 
abuse and violence against wo- 
men and to provide equal op- 
portunities for women in all 
fields 

.It will propose an action 
plan for governments to follow 
into the next century. 

Key issue to many American 
women is the improvement of 
the status and lives of women 
around the world. Also consid- 
ered important goals are im- 
provements in educational 
opportunities for women and 
the building of a safer and 
more secure world by increas- 
ing economic growth, political 
stability and a better environ- 
ment. 

At the same time as the for- 
mal conference is in session, 
about 36,000 women are ex- 
pected to attend the Non- 
Government Organization Fo- 
rum, a meeting of independent 
groups. 

Among the topics under dis- 
cussion are the following: 



More than 70 percent of the 
world’s 1.3 billion poor people 
are women; illiterate women 
outnumber men two to one; 
globally, the female wage is, on 
average, three-fourths of the 
male wage rate, and, although 
women are 50 percent of the 
electorate, they hold only 10 
percent of national legislature 
seats and six percent of cabi- 
net posts. 

Two questions were posed 
to local women: 


Donna McEachern 

What do you hope will be ac- 
complished at the women’s con- 
ference? and What do you be- 
lieve is the biggest issue facing 
women in the U.S. these days? 

Wayne City Councilwoman 
Donna McEachern was optimis- 
tic in her response. 

“First of all, I think it’s great 
that women all over the world 
are gathering together to talk 
about issues that affect the 
world,” McEachern said. “A 


greater understanding among 
women leads to greater dia- 
logue and improvement. Hope- 
fully they will talk about the 
positive things that can be 
done and create a few projects 
that they can work on together 
to better the world.” 

She believes there are two 
areas of major concerns to 
American women. 

"I think it comes down to 
two things," McEachern said. 
“Child care and care for the 
elderly are big issues women 
of all ages are facing. It's diffi- 
cult to be at work when you 
have a sick child or parent at 
home. It’s also very difficult to 
find a place that is safe and 
affordable for your child or 
parent to stay if you have to 
work.”

Whyman said. 'Tin not inter 
ested in anything they are do- 
ing.

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Plants flourish 

Sunflowers reach new heights this summer in residents’ gardens

When we started keeping 
[statistics on locally grown sun- 
flowers, we thought a 10 foot 
mil flower was a huge one. 

Michigan Community Neivs- 
fyapers initiated a contest to 
find the tallest sunflower in 
Western Wayne County, and we 
•were amazed at the number of 
;entries which arrived at our of- 
fice. 

! First, we heard about eight 
[foot sunflowers and then we 
[received calls about nine-foot* 
[ones. 

; Later, we were amazed at 
'the number of 10 foot tall-plus 
flowers we encountered and 
[then astonished when he 
[heard about 11 foot and 12- 
[foot sunflowers. 

*• But, we hadn't heard “noth- 
ing yet’’ until Brenda Laginess 
!of Haggerty Road in Belleville 
[called us about her 15-foot sun- 
flower - a flower so tall that it 
•just couldn't be topped. 

! Why we wondered, has this 
[past summer produced so 
[jhany tall sunflowers? 
jC Jan Reese of Keller & Stein 
[•Florist and Greenhouse in 
Sjanton has the answer - heat. 

‘‘We had a very hot summer, 
[pnd heat makes cells elon- 
gate,” Reese said. ‘‘If the 
flowers were well watered, 
they would grow well.” 

For next year, she offers 
some tips. 

. “Plant a Russian Mammoth 
or one of the other hybrids that 
grows very tall. Then, give it 
plenty of water and hope that 
the weather is a hot next sura- 
fner as it was this year,” Reese 
said. 

' On Thursday and Friday, 
Weatherman A1 (Post) drove 
Ground the Western Wayne 
fcounty area checking on the 
•height ef sunflowers, looking 
for one that equalled or sur- 
passed the 16-foot-tall sun- 
flower in Belleville. 

! He stopped at the home of 

^anet Dziobek of Prescott in 
-- 



Romulus to inspect her 1 1 -foot- 
tall entry. 

Dziobak got her seeds from 
a nursery and planted them in 
late May. She used plastic 
pails, with the bottoms cut out, 
to protect the growing plants 
and hold extra water, and also 
fertilized periodically. 

Janet McCoolum of Inkster 
planted her sunflowers in late 
May along with many other va 
rieties. She reported that she 
had more problems with squir- 
rels than birds while the 
plants were growing. Mc- 
Coolum will feed the seeds to 
the birds and small animals 
this winter, she said. 

Diane Dailey of Romulus 
grew sunflowers, other flowers 
and vegetables in her garden 
this summer - her first garden- 


ing effort. Her sunflower grew 
just two inches short of 10 feet.

The world is full of little 
front wheel drive sports 
coupes that all claim to be the 
pick of the litter. So, what 
makes the 1995 Probe GT any 
different? Well, I am glad that 

you asked 1 can sum it up in 

one word - ENGINE. 

The engine on this car com 
bined with a five speed man- 
ual is the closest thing to 
driving perfection that you can 
find in this class of car. 

I think so highly of this car 
that I drive a 1994 edition my- 
self. This is where 1 can talk 
very specifically about the dif- 
ferences between the two. 

To stall with the 1995 now 
comes with a rear spoiler as an 
option, it has a newly designed 
five spoke wheels, revised 


door panels and a new rear 
fascia. 

One new addition to the in- 
terior that I found to be less 
than thrilling was the new fab 
ric design. Let's just say that it 
looked like someone threw up 
in it.
